NOTE: Katoh was referenced because it teaches the kind of material the dielectric layer is made of just like disclosed in 
applicant's specification (para [00951). Kato teaches on para [01001 many different compounds that could be used to form 
dielectric layers either used individually or in combination - and this teaching motivates one skilled in the art to make 
multiple dielectric layers if needed. Applicant also argues that the Hwang dielectric layers do not coordinate to inhibit 
reaction with other layers. Examiner used Hwang to show it is not a noble idea to have 4 dielectric layers in a recording 
medium. As to inhibiting reaction with other layers, examiner would like to point out a teaching from para [00461 to para 
[00481 of a Japanese reference that was cited previously - JP 2003 -006930. In addition to this, the claim language 
describes an intended use which is not going to be given wait as long as the structure is taught by the combination of the 
references used . (See 37 CFR 1.116 and 41.33(a)).
